If the State plan and its supplement are subject to the State review
process, RSA approval of the plan and its supplement is contingent on
the receipt of comments from the review process, or the passage of at
least 60 days from the date of submittal of the plan to the State review
process.

Thetitle | State plan and itstitle VI, part C supplement are to be
submitted to RSA by July 1, 1997.
